OBSERVATIONS 

On  the  letters  a,  e,  i,  and  j;  o,  u,  and  v ; c,  g,h,  s,  t,  s,  m,  and  a. 

N.  B.  For  the  sake  of  simplicity  and  brevity,  the  translation  of  the  Italian 
words  has  been  dispensed  with,  wherever  it  was  judged  not  to  be  abso- 
lutely wanted.  Should  any  meaning  become  necessary  to  the  reader,  the 
dictionary  is  at  hand. 


A is  always  sounded  broad,  like  a in 
alarm,  fathom  ; thus,  padre,  madre, 
amare.  But  a with  an  accent  at  the 
t'ud  of  words,  has  a quick  sharp  sound; 
thus  (he  a in  calamitd,  calamity,  is 
sharper  than  it  is  in  calamita,  a load- 
stone. 

E has  generally  a close  sound,  as  in 
the  English  words  pen,  fen,  generous; 
thus,  maledire.pede,  bene.  But  some- 
times it  is  open,  as  iu  there ; thus,  te- 
rn n,  mensa,  pena.  No  sure  rule  can 
be  given  on  this  point. 

I sounds  like  double  ee  in  slrep ; — 
diritto,  cimiterio. 

J is  always  a vowel  in  the  Italian, 
and  sounds  like  i,  but  somewhat  long- 
er, as  y in  the  English  words  you,  yon- 
der, yield-  Its  chief  use  is  to  form  the 
plural  of  noun3  in  io  short,  that  is,  pro- 
nounced iu  one  syllabic;  as  tempio, 
temple,  tempi ; principio,  beginning, 
principj ,-  which  otherwise  would  be 
confounded  with  tempi,  from  tempo, 
time;  and  principi  from  principe, 
prince.— tt  is  also  employed  by  some 
grammarians  in  tlie  tenses  ot  verbs 
where  two  ii  should  meet;  but  this 
ought  to  be  done  only  when  the  two  ii 
form  hut  one  syllable,  nscA’  io  studj, 
che  tu  studj,  &c.  but  not  io  sentj,  to 
udj,  in  winch  words  the  letters  ii  form 
two  distinct  syllables. 

O sounds  sometimes  open,  as  in  the 
English  words  globe,  cold  :—povero, 
popttlo,  tdlto. — Sometimes  close,  as  in 
English  come,  some  : — tornamento, 
volere.  Practice  alone  can  teach  the 
difference. 

U has  alwnys  the  sound  of  u,  os  in 
the  English  words  bull,  rule,  or  the 
double  oo  in  moon,  soon: — unico,  pu- 
blico. nudrire. 

U before  o,  in  the  same  syllable,  is 
pronounced  faintly ; — bnond,  f«oco, 
r/omini,  Cgliwola,  soocoro.  Except  in 
duo,  too,  stto,  virtuoso,  in  which  the 
u has  its  full  sound,  because  then  the 
« aud  the  o form  two  distinct  syllables. 
Iu  any  other  case,  vowels  combined 
together  form  but  one  sound,  as  in 
uriH,  tuoi,  snoi. 


V,  which  is  a real  consonant,  is  pro- 
nounetd  as  the  English  v; — verso,  ta- 
vvla,  veto.  When  two  vv  come  toge- 
ther, they  are  pronounced  like  a sin- 
gle one;  thus,  avvenire,  read  avenire; 
avventura,  read  aventura 

C before  a,  o,u,  sounds  k,  as  in  the 
English  words  care,  concave,  cu- 
rious: — casa,  coUo.cttra. 

C before  e,  i,  sounds  like  ch  in  the 
English  words  child,  cheek  : — cice- 
rone, cencio,  cervice.  In  this  case, 
when  two  cc  meet,  the  first  takes  the 
sound  of  a soft  t ; thus,  accento,  aeci- 
dente,  read  atshento,  atshidente. 

When  after  ci  follows  another  vowel, 
qs  da , cie,  do,  eiu,  they  must  be  pro- 
nounced in  one  syllable,  nnd  the  i lias 
a faint  sound ; — ciaitcia,  cielo,  ciocca, 
ciurma. 

Ch  sounds  k : — chiodo,  chioma,  chi- 
mica,  che,  chi,  read  kiodo,  kioma,  ki- 
tnico,  & c. 

(I  before  a,  o,  u.  sounds  as  in  the 
English  words  gadfly , goblin,  gunner  : 
—gumba,  gobbo,  gusto. 

(J  before  e and  i,  has  the  sound  of 
dj,  ns  found  iu  the  soft  g of  the  English 
words  gender,  agent,  giant  :—genio, 
gesto,  giro. 

Cia,  gio,  gin,  are  pronounced  dgia, 
dgio,  dgiu,  in  one  syllable,  and  the  i 
has  a faint,  sound  -.—giacdo,  giostra, 
giubba. 

Gna,  gne.ynl,  gno.  gnu,  cannot  be 
represented  hy  English  sounds ; they 
are  pronounced  like  the  French  words 
Espagne,  campagne,  mignon,  lor- 
gner  : — campayna,  agnello,  incogni- 
to, ignotu,  ijmndo. 

G before  li  lias  a liquid  sound,  which 
the  English  language  lies  not,  except 
perhaps  in  the  words  million  nnd  ver- 
milion. It  ii nen rer  the  French  words 
fille,  bouillon,  f amide  : — flglio,  me- 
tniori,  medaglia.  But  it  keeps  the 
English  sound  in  the  words  Anglicano, 
negiigere,  ne,gligrnte,  negligenza,  tie- 
gletto,  and  its  other  derivatives. 

GG.  When  two  gg  come  together, 
before  e rr  i,  the  first  g has  the  soft 
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sound  of  d,  as  in  the  English  word 
edge  .-—oggetto,  oggi. 

The  letter  h between  g and  e,  i, 
strengthens  the  sound,  which  becomes 
then  as  the  English  words  get,  gift 
ghiaccio,  ghigno,  botteghe,  gheppio. 

Hence  it  appears  that  the  letter  h, 
although  it  has  no  sound  of  itself,  con- 
tributes to  alter  the  sounds  of  other 
letters,  namely  c and g.  For  thus  che, 
chi,  and  ght , ghi,  by  the  interposition 
of  an  h,  lose  the  sounds  of  ce,  ci,  ge, 
gi.  It  also  serves  to  distinguish  some 
words  alike  in  sound,  though  different 
in  meaning  : nshanno,  they  have,  and 
anno,  year;  ha,  he  has,  and  the  pre- 
position a,  to;  hai,  thou  hast,  and  ai, 
to  the. — Many  persons  write  now  these 
words  and  some  others  without  the  h ; 
thus,  o,  ai,  a,  anno,  instead  of  ho,  hai, 
ha,  katlno, 

S.  This  letter  has  two  sounds,  one 
strong  with  some  hissing,  and  the  other 
soft,  somewhat  like  z.  It  is  pro- 
nounced strong  in  the  beginning  of 
words,  as  in  English,  safety,  snowy : 
— sapere,  santo,  senno,  si,  subito.  It 
is  commonly  soft  between  two  vowels, 
as  in  caso,  gnisa,  tesoro,  rosa.  Like- 
wise before  d,  g,  l,  m,  n.  r,  v ; as  sde- 
gno,  sguardo,  svelare,  disviare.— Yet 
it  sounds  harsh  in  cosi  thus,  and  roso, 
rosa,  from  the  verb  rodere,  to.gnaw. 

Sc  before  a,  o,  it,  sounds  ska,  sko, 
skit;  thus,  scabro,  scolare,  scitsa, 
sound  like  the  English  words  scalp, 
score,  scurvy. 

.Sc  before  e,  i,  sounds  like  sh  in  the 
English  words  shave,  shaving : — see- 
na,  scinto. 

The  sounds  scia,  scie,  scio,  scitt, 
form  one  syllable  only,  and  the  i has  a 
faint  sound  : — sciatica,  sciensa,  sciol- 
to. 

T.  This  letter  joined  to  ia,  ie,  ii,  in, 
in  the  middle,  or  at  the  end  of  words, 
is  pronounced  as  ts  in  benefits;  thus 
in  gratia,  natione,  patienza,  and 
other  such  words  of  Latin  derivation, 
pronounce  gratsia,  natsione,  pntsi- 
enza. — This  orthography  lias  now  be- 
come obsolete,  and  the  letter  t is  sup- 
plied with  z,  which  has  also  the  sound 
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of  ts.  The  t is,  however,  kept  in  verbs, 
and  in  some  nouns;  and  it  is  pro- 
nounced like  the  English  t in  time, 
trusty,  tulip.  Thus  read  with  t,  por- 
tiamo,  partiamo,  &c.  and  malatia, 
qvestione,  moleslia,  natio,  in  the 
sense  of  native;  with  some  other 
words,  perhaps,  which  practice  will 
teach. 

Z and  ZZ.  This  letter,  as  well  single 
as  double,  lias  two  sounds;  one  strong, 
like  ts  in  benefits,  nnd  the  other  soft, 
like  ds  in  Windsor.  The  strong  sound 
is  the  most  general : thus,  for  nozze, 
fazzoletto,  betlezza,  zana,  zio,  zuc- 
ca,  read  notse.falsolctto,  &c. 

The  sound  is  generally  soft  in  the 
words  ending  in  anza,  enza,  onza  ; 
and  in  those  words,  which,  in  Latin, 
and  ill  English  words  derived  from  the 
Latin,  are  written  with  ar,ac,ora 
t,  pronounced  like  a soft  c.  Thus  for 
costanza,  prudenza,  Magonza,  La- 
zaro,  azttro,  zodiaco,  read  costand- 
sa,  prudendsa,  &c. 

No  certain  rule  can  be  given  to  dis- 
tinguish when  the  z is  soft,  and  when 
harsh  ; for,  although  most  words  writ- 
ten with  a double  zz  have  a strong 
sound,  many  of  them,  however,  have  a 
soft  sound;  such  are  rezzo,  mezzo,  fee. 

Remember  that  in  pronouncing 
words  in  zK  either  strong  or  soft,  a 
slight  pause  is  to  lie  made  on  the  sound 
t or  d.  by  doubling  them,  as  it  were. 
Therefore  in  pronouncing  nozze,  bel- 
lezza,  prudenza,  azttro , try  to  pause 
thus:  ndttse,  belle  tt-sa,  prudend-sa, 
rid-suro.— Indeed  this  remark  attaches 
equally  to  the  letters  m and  n,  and 
above  all  to  the  doubled  letters  mm, 
nn ; and  even  to  every  doubled  con- 
sonant, such  as  dd,  ll,  tt,  8cc.  between 
which  a slight  pause  must  lie  made ; 
and  every  sound,  either  guttural  or 
nnsnJ,  ought  to  he  carefully  avoided. 
Thus  in  reading  immenso,  parlttmmo, 
innocente,  prudenlcmente,  addio,  re * 
belie,  attentare,  mark  the  m ami  n, 
nearly  ns  in  the  English  words,  brim , 
fan,  dim,  men,  and  read  im-menso, 
parldm-mo , in-nocin-te,  prudente- 
min-te.

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CHAPTER  II. 

ACCENTS,  APOSTROPHE,  AND  ELISION. 


THERE  are  two  accents  in  Italian, 
the  grave  {’)  and  the  acute  (•). 

Grave  accent.  1.  It  is  put  on  nouns 
in  td  anil  it,  which  have  the  singular 
and  plural  alike;  as  bella,  bontd,virtii, 

S' oven  tit.  Such  nouns  ended  formerly 
i ade  and  ate,  tide  and  ute,  and  they 
are  still  used  in  poetry. 

2.  On  the  third  person  singular  of  the 
preterperfect  tense  of  verbs,  of  which 
the  first  person  ends  in  two  vowels  ; 
thus  amo,  ere  tie.  from  atnai,  credei. 
But  write  without  the  grave  accent, 
vinse,  prese,  from  vinti.presi. 

3.  On  the  first  and  third  person  sin- 
gular of  every  verb  in  the  future  tense ; 
thus,  amerb,  am  era,  crederb , credent , 
sentirb,  xentrrd. 

4.  To  make  a distinction  between 
words  alike  in  orthography,  but  diffe- 
rent in  signification as  la,  H,  there, 
la,  the  and  her,  li  tlw  and  they ; da  he 
gives,  da  from;  di  (lay,  di  of;  si  yes 
and  so,  si  one's  self;  k he  is,  e and; 
perb  therefore,  pero,  a pear-tree,  8tc. 

Some  other  words  are  also  written 
with  the  grave  accent,  such  as  piit 
more,  giu  below,  costi  and  costd  there, 
cosi  thus,  gid  already,  cib  that  which ; 
with  many  others  which  practice  will 
teach. 

5.  When  a word,  having  the  grave 
accent,  is  joined  to  another  word,  the 
consonant  of  the  latter  word  must  be 
doubled,  and  the  accent  be  taken  off; 
thus  di  and  dti,  joined  to  mi,  become 
dimmi,  tell  me,  damml,  give  me ; farb 
and  lo  are  made  farollo,  I will  do 
it ; piu  and  tosto  become  piuttosto, 
sooner,  &c.  &c. 

Actde  accent.  This  accent  is  used 
only  on  the  i of  words  ending  in  to  and 
fa,  whenever  io  and  ia  are  pronounced 
in  two  distinct  syllables ; as  pazsia, 
desio,  galleria,  addio. 

Some  writers  use  it  likewise  on  words 
which  have  a double  signification ; as 
tenere  to  hold,  tenere  tender;  ancora 
again,  ancora  an  anchor;  nettare  nec- 
tar, ne/tdre  to  cleanse,  &c.  but  this 
nicety  is  not  strictly  observed  now,  un- 
less the  sentence  should  offer  ttn  ambi- 
tious meaning. 

Apostrophe  and  Elision.  The  apos- 
trophe is  a mark  to  show  that  one  or 


more  letters  are  cut  off,  and  the  elision 
is  the  cutting  off  of  those  letters.  They 
are  used  in  the  following  cases. 

1.  After  the  articles  lo^la,  li,  gli.  le, 
and  their  oblique  cases,  when  they 
meet  before  words  that  begin  with  a 
vowel,  or  when  they  are  abbreviated ; 
as  ianima,ionore,  de’  libri,  a'padri, 
&c.  with  the  exceptions  noticed  in  the 
following  chapter. 

Yet,  in  poetry,  several  licences  are 
taken,  and  we  find : lo  amore,  lo  ec- 
cesso,  lo  imper adore,  lo  ingiusto ; and 
even  lo’ngiusto,  lo'mperadore. 

The  i of  the  article  il  is  cut  off  after 
a word  ending  with  a vowel,  but  .not 
the  vowel  of  that  word;  as  tutto  'l 
paese ; mi  dica  'l  suo  name. 

2.  Mi,  ti,  ci,vi,  ne,  se,  di,  receive  the 
apostrophe  before  a vowel ; as  voim'in- 
tendete,  egli  iintende  , s'ingannerd, 
&c.  However,  ci  suffers  no  abbrevia- 
tion before  a and  ul  in  order  to  avoid 
a harsh  pronunciation. 

3.  The  words  which  have  the  grave 
accent,  as  diro,  farb.felicitd.  &c.  are 
never  abbreviated,  except  che  with  its 
compounds,  perchk,  benefit,  sicc/ik, 
&c.  Perch'  era,  bench'  andasse,  &c. 

4.  These  six  words,  uno,  hello,  gran- 
de. santo,  qttello,  buono,  before  mas- 
culine nouns  that  begin  with  a conso- 
nant, are  abridged  thus : un.bel,  gran, 
san,  quel,  boon  and  before  vowels ; 
— un.bell’,  grand',  sant’,  qneli  ,buon'i 
as  un  Hbro,  un  bed  lilrro,  gran  cava/lo, 
san  Pietro,  quel  soldato,  buon  pane, 
— un  antico,  bell'  uomo,  grand'  ingt- 
gno,  sant'  Antonio,  quell’ amore,  buon 
oratore. 

But  none  of  these  words  are  abridged 
by  correct  writers  before  fetninino 
nouns,  except  grande ; as  gran  barcti, 
grand'  armata. 

Observe  also  that  neither  these 
words  nor  any  others  should  he  abridg- 
ed before  an  simpura,  that  is.  an  s 
followed  by  a consonant ; as  specchio, 
studio,  &c.  therefore  write  bella  spec- 
chio, quel  to  studio,  &c.  Contrary  ex- 
amples are  to  be  met  with,  but  they 
are  incorrect. 

5.  AI1  words  in  the  singular  number, 
which  have  one  of  the  liquid  conso- 
nants, /,  m,  n,  r.  before  their  final 
vowel,  may  lose  their  final  vowel,  un- 
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less  they  should  meet  before  words  that 
begin  with  s followed  by  a consonant. 
Vowels  are  seldom  lost  in  the  plural 
number.  — The  vowels  after /and  r are 
oftener  lost  than  those  after  m and  n : 
•except  in  verbs,  for  then  the  vowel  af- 
ter m is  very  often  cut  otf:  as  atten- 
dittm,  andiam,  fingiam,&.c.  for  atlen- 
tliamn,  & c. 

C.  Infinitives,  joined  to  mi,  ti,ci,  vi, 


si,  Tie,  lo,  la,  It,  gli,  or  any  other  word 
to  which  they  are  united,  drop  their  fi- 
nal e;  thus,  per  vecUrlo,  sentirsi,  pen- 
tirci,  &c.  instead  of  per  vtdere  lo,  sen- 
lire  si,  pen  lire  ci. 

As  to  minute  exceptions  concerning 
the  apostrophe  and  elision,  they  must 
be  left  to  practice,  or  to  larger  trea- 
tises: this  was  thought  enough  for  our 
present  plan  with  young  students.

The  definite  article  la  is  used  before 
feminine  nouns  which  begin  with  a 
consonant.— House,  casa.

versation, and  in  books  on  light  sub- 
jects.

2.  Ne,  without  any  accent,  is  some- 
times a personal  pronoun  wmcii  signi- 
fies us,  to  us ; sometimes  an  indeter- 
minate pronoun,  in  the  sense  of  some, 
any,  of  if,  of  them,  &c.  But  ni,  with 
the  grave  accent,  signifies  not,  nor, 
neither;  and  ne'  with  an  apostrophe 
is  an  abbreviation  of  net,  in  the;  ne' 
campi,  in  the  fields. 

3.  Si,  an  indeterminate  pronoun,  in 
the  sense  of  one,  people,  men,  they,  is 
of  extensive  use  in  Italian,  as  will  ap- 
pear by  the  following  examples. — Si  is 
written  se,  when  it  meets  with  ne.

. Essential  Remark.  When  the  Ita- 
lians wish  to  show  a particular  regard, 
they  make  use  of  the  third  person  of 
the  verb,  instead  of  the  second;  that 
is,  the  third  person  singular,  when 
they  address  one  person  only,  and  the 
third  person  plural,  if  they  speak  to 
many  people.  In  such  a case,  ella, 
lei,  or  sometimes  Vossignoria,  takes 
the  place  of  voi ; and  sun  of  rostra, 
for  the  singular,  applied  to  men  and 
women.  Lor  signori,  masculine  and 
feminine,  supply  the  second  person 
plural.  Vossignoria  is  an  abbrevia- 
tion of  vostra  signoria,  and  lor  si- 
gnori, of  ie  signorie  loro;  but  ella  and 
lei  are  now  more  fashionable  than  vos- 
signoria. 

This  manner  of  speaking  will  become 


quite  familiar,  if  we  accustom  our 
selves  to  the  idea  that  we  are  speaking 
of  a person , instead  of  speaking  to  one, 
as  will  appear  in  the  transposition  of 
the  following  pronoun.

CHAPTER  VI. 


VERBS  .-AUXILIARY,  REGULAR,  AND  IRREGULAR. 


Ob.  1.  The  personal  pronouns  io,  tu, 
fee.  are  placed  above  the  tenses  of  the 
verbs,  in  the  following  pages,  to  dis- 
tinguish the  persons  ; but  it  will  be 
better  to  conjugate  the  verbs  without 
them,  except  in  the  three  persons  sin- 
gular of  the  present  of  the  subj  unctive, 
and  the  first  and  second  persona  of  the 
preterite  tense  of  the  same  mood,  on 
account  of  a similarity  in  the  endings. 

2.  As  the  persons  who  apply  to  the 
Italian  tongue  have  commonly  begun 
already  to  learn  either  the  French,  the 
Latin,  or  their  own  language  by  rules, 
we  suppose  them  able  io  conjugate  an 
English  verb ; therefore,  we  have  In- 


serted the  first  person  singular  only, 
for  the  sake  of  brevity,  ana  the  neat- 
ness of  the  tables. 

3.  For  the  same  reason,  w’e  give  the 
first  person  singular  only  of  the  com- 
pound tenses,  ns  they  are  merely  the 
repetition  of  the  verbs  avereor  essere, 
with  the  participle  past  of  any  verb. 
Thus,  when  we  have  ho  avuto,  it  «s 
eagy  to  add  hai  avuto , ha  avuto,  ab- 
biamo  avuto,  avete,  avuto,  hanno 
avuto,  &c.  fitc . 

4.  There  are  four  tenses  in  all  verbs, 
whether  regular  or  irregular,  which 
have  the  same  termination.

Observe  also,  that  in  conjugating  the 
compound  tenses  of  essere,  the  parti- 
ciple agrees  always  with  the  nomina- 
tive ; so  that  a man  must  say,  sono 
stato,  and  a woman,  sono  stata;  for 
men,  siamo  stati,  and  for  women,  sia- 
mo  state,  &c. 

The  verbs  venire,  to  come,  andare, 


to  go,  stare,  to  remain,  are  often  used 
in  the  sense  of  essere  ; as,

REMARKS  on  the  verb  bisognare,  in  the  sense  of  must  and  ought. 

The  verb  bisognare, is  an  impersonal  verb  of  extensive  use  in  : j*® 

correspondent  English  verbs,  must  and  ought,  not  being  impersonal,  beginners 
fall  into  constant  mistakes.  To  avoid  this,  let  the  English  phraseology  ,lmiut 
go,  you  must  go,  he  must  go,  &c.  be  turned  into  t it  must  that  I flO.  it  must  that 
you  go,  it  must  that  he  goes,  &c.  and  then  tlie  following  examples  will  be  readi.y 
understood  and  applied.

Most  of  the  verbs  ending  in  lire 
and  nere,  long,  and  in  lire  and  nire, 
take  the  addition  of  a g in  their  present 
tenses,  and  in  the  imperative ; as,  te- 
nere,  to  hold,  tengo,  tenga  ; (Mere,  to 
grieve,  dolgo,  dolqa  ; satire,  to  bs».p, 
salyo,  saiga ; venire,  to  come,  vengo, 
vtnga.

CHAPTER  VII. 
LICENSES  AND  EXPLETIVES. 


Grammarians  give  the  name  of  li- 
censes to  some  peculiar  changes  which 
writers  have  made  in  the  formation  of 
certain  words,  either  by  lengthening 
or  shortening  them,  or  by  altering 
their  usual  orthography. 

1.  The  third  person  plural  of  the  pre- 
terite tense  of  the  indicative,  ending 
in  arono,  is  often  contracted  Into  aro; 
as,  am  aro,  legaro,  andaro,  for  ama- 
ronojlegarono,  andarono. 

2.  The  letter  v is  frequently  left  out 
in  some  tenses,  but  chiefly  in  the  im- 
perfect of  the  indicative;  as,  avea, 
potea,  finia,  scriveamo,  dee,  deono, 
bee,  bea,  &c.  for  aveva,  poteva,  fi- 
niva,  scrivevamo,  deve,devono,  be ve, 
beva.fkc. 

3.  The  letters  at  are  cut  off  in  the 
participle  past  of  verbs;  thus,  instead 
of  colmato,  adornato,  c.hinato,  doma- 
to,  osato,  we  find  co/mo,  adomo,  chi- 
no,  domo,  oso. 

4.  The  letter  e is  often  found  added, 
in  ancient  poetry,  to  the  third  person 
singular  of  the  preterite  tense  of  the 
indicative,  and  to  some  other  words ; 
as,  amoe,  warloe.  cantoe,  fue,  pine, 
give,  &c.  for  amo,  par  lb,  canto,  fit, 
piu,  giit,  See..— Sometimes  o is  added 
to  verbs  ending  in  ire;  ns,  rapio,  fi- 
nio,  empio,  useto,  for  rapi,  fini,  empi, 
usci. 

5.  Sometimes  g and  go  are  used  in- 
stead of  other  letters ; as,  seggio,  v eg- 
gio,  caggio,  veggendo,  cheggto,  veglio, 
speolio,  See.  instead  of  sedo,  vedo, 
cado,  vedendo,  chiedo,  vecchio,  spec- 
chio,  &c. 

6.  We  find  e instead  of  a and  i in  the 
second  and  third  person  singular  of 
the  indicative;  as,  cele  for  cela,  celt; 
serbe  for  serba,  serbi,  See. 

7.  The  articles  delto,  della,  degli, 
dei,  delle,  are  often  written  by  the 
poets,  de  lo,  de  la.  de  gli,  de  li,  de  le. 

Besides  these  licenses,  the  Italian 
poets  era  ploy  many  words  seldom  used 
in  prose,  by  which  they  form  a lan- 
guage peculiar  to  themselves;  such 
are  the  following  ones  : 

Aer  for  aria,  the  air.  Brando  for 
spada,  a sword.  Carroe  for  verso, 
verse  or  poem.  Esca  for  cibo,  food. 
Legno  for  vascello,  ship.  Lumi  for 
occhi,  eyes.  Palma  for  mono,  hand. 
Ssquilla  for  campauella,  bell.  Unqua, 


unquanclie,  nnquanco,  for  mai,  ever. 
Vat e for  poeta,  a poet.  Viri  for  uo- 
mini,  men,  heroes,  &c.— Chiefly  Latin 
words,  of  which  thousands  will  be 
found  in  reading  the  poets. 

Expletives.  These  are  certain  words 
which,  in  some  particular  locutions, 
cease  to  have  any  real  meaning,  and 
are  employed  only  for  the  sake  of 
greater  emphasis,  or  more  elegance 
and  harmony.  The  Italians  give  to 
those  expletives  the  name  of  Ripieno, 
which  literally  signifies  fill  up.—' The 
following  words  are  those  which  are 
more  frequently  used  as  expletives.
